REMARKS 

In the Office Action of November 2, 2004 the office rejected claims 10, 11, 14 and 16-19 rejected 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
overclaims 1-9 of U.S. patent 6,564,853. Claims 10, 11, and 14-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102 (e) while dependent claims 12, 13 and 20 were indicated allowable. Claims 1-9 are non- 
elected claims. 

In order to place the claims in allowable condition claims 1-9 have been canceled and 
independent claim 10 and dependent claim 12 have been combined as amended claim 10 in order 
to place claims 10, 11, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18 in allowable condition. In addition, independent 
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claim 10 and dependent claim 13 have been combined as amended claim 13 to place claim 13 in 
allowable condition. Finally, Independent claim 19 and allowable dependent claim 20 have been 
combined as amended claim 19 to place claim 19 in allowable condition. 
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
